Montoomery, Ala., May 28.—-[Special Staff 
Correspondence.}]—This has been a day of anx- 
iety for the candidates, of preparation for the 
delegates. 

Cheers for Jones, the gallant Georgian, who 
won fame on General Gordon’a staff, made the 
morning air merry. The enthusiasts were 
promptly dispersed by several efficient cops, 
who had passed the night without making an 
arrest. These cheers, however, were omin- 
ous. Upon a pulse-feeling of the delegates 
gathered around the exchange, I learned that 
besides the filty instructed votes for Jones, 
there was a decided undercurrent for him. 
Colonel Jones is the soul of chivalry. His 
bearing toward all the other candidates has 
been so considerate and courteous that all feel 
friendly towards him, and if the heavy batter- 
ing rams should exhaust their strength against 
each other, no man stands a better chance than 

‘olonel Jones to reap what the late Mr. Tilden 
so sentiously called the ‘‘usufruct.”’ 


A FAMILY DISAGREEMENT. 

The contest remains tonight as it has here- 
tofore—Koib against the field. The secret of 
the bitter animosity toward Kolb is one full of 
interest, and asit springs out of family dis- 
agreement, it becomes all the more particular. 
Kolb’s mother was a Miss Shorter, a men:ber 
of a family which has always taken the lead in 
Alabama politics. Having furnished one 
governor to the state, the family is tradition- 
ally proud, and each generation recognizes 
some particular one of, the house as the chief 
ofthe clan. To the fortunes_of this chosen 
chief, all the rest prove loyal, sinking their 
own ambitions in the endeavor to have the 
head of the house properly recognized. The 
present head of the clan is Henry R. Shorter, 
now one of the railroad commissioners of the 
state. He is a courtly old gentleman 
of about sixty years, proud of his family 
and of the deference which its members 
accord tohim. Until his ambition to serve 
one term as ‘governor was satisfied, it was 
esteemed treason for any other member to ap- 
peal tothe people. The only office he has 


been able to get, however, was that of railroad | 


commissioner. Naturally, a family of such 
prominence, which has been so longa time in 
politics, has made the alliance matrimonial; 
social, political and in the way of obligation. 
Thus itis that the Shorters of today have a 
claim upon some high office, in the pursuit of 
which they haye the right to command the 
support of almostevery family in the state, 
which numbers itself among the ruling class. 


Circumstances have kept Colonel Shorter in | 
the background heretofore, but they had about | 


ripened this time and all seemed favorable. 

But an obstacle arose in an unexpected 
quarter. 

HOW KOLB WAS BROUGHT OUT. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Kolk, anephew 
of Henry R. Shorter, felt that the office which 
hetheld was not as high as he should aspire to. 
He had rendered good service, and the farmers 
were loud in their praise of the efficient com- 
mission. Heanswered their letters promptly, 
visited them in local meetings and helped to 
lift them out of the slough of despair into 
which they had fallen. 

At the state convention of the Farmers’ 
Alliance held in Auburn last June, the com- 
missioner was a prominent figure. The delega- 
tion, one by one, urged him to consent to the 
use of his name for the governorship, but he 
hesitated. On the first evening of the conven- 
tion Commissioner Kolb was invited to tea at 
the residence of Professor Lupton. There 
Were there to meet him, Dr. W. C. Macune; 
president of the National Alliance; Rey. S. M. 
Adams, president of the State Alliance; 
Hon. H. G. MeCall, Mr. Frank Baltzell and 
thers, whose names do not occur just now. 
‘These gentlemen had an informal conversation 
in which itis claimed that Mr. Kolb gavea 
conditional assent to enter the race, when the 
consultation was adjourned until 10 o’clock 
the next day, ina recess in the meeting of the 
state alliance. There Mr. Kolb agreed to run 
if the sentiment of the farmers should make 
itself sufliciently distinct. From that hour, 
maybe, dated the candidacy of Mr. Kolb. 

: THE UNCLE WAS ANGRY. 

* When the news came to the ears of Mr. 
Henry ht. Shorter that his nephew was to an- 
tagonize his ambition, he grew furious. He 
wrote a letter in which he upbraided Mr. Kolb 
for infringing upon the family arrangements 
and in an interview with a prominent citizen 
of Eufaula, now the leader of the Kolb dele- 
gation from Barbour county, Shorter said, in 
substance, that the race of Kolb meant his 
Own political death and ended by saying that 
Kolb was an overrated man. ; 

“That may be so, replied the gentleman; 
“but he is no more overrated than the rest of 
the Shorters.’’ 

Much of the malignant matter published 
about Mr. Kolb charging him with grave 
crimes, is the work of his own uncle, who is 
here now, one of his most bitter opponents and 
Tevilers. 

BUSINESS BEGINS. 

When the conventien was called to order at 
moon, every delegate was in his seat. The 
opening address was made by Colonel H. C. 
Tompkins, chairman of the state committee. 
He stated in the outset that when he called the 
convention to order he congratulated the demo- 
cratic party of Alabama that the national gov- 
ernment was in charge of the party, and that 
one of its sons filled the presidential chair. He 
conzratulated the convention that the state was 
still in the charge of the democratic party, and 
he was sure that it would continue so. 
He called attention to the great democratic 
gain since the defeat of the party two years 
ago; gains which caused the independent 

press of the country to say the republicans in 
power were not able to create new republican 
g@tates as fast as the democrats, out of power, 
could win the old republican states. Ho re- 
ferred glowingly to Mr. Cleveland’s retirement 
‘from office to private life. The mention of 
Cleveland’s name-+was received with great 
cheering. :

Colonel Denson captured. the convention 
when he declared that no individual should be 
considered, but only the good of the demo- 
cratic party.

LIQUOR IN CANTEENS. 


The Senate on the Army Appropriation 
Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—In the senate, Mr. 
Sherman, from the committee on foreign af- 
fairs, reported an amendment to be offered to 
the consular and diplomatic appropriation 
bill, authorizing the president to carry into 
effect the recommendation of the international 
eonference by the appointment (by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate) of 
three commissioners to represent the United 
States inthe inter-continental railway com- 
mission, whose compensation is to be paid from 
the common fund to be contributed by the 
several nations interested; also to detail from 
the army and navy such oflicers as may be 
spared without detriment to the service, to 
serve as engineers under such comission in 
making the survey (their expenses to be paid 
by the commission) and appropriating $65,000 
as the share of the United States of the ex- 
penses of such commission and survey. 

Mr. Call yielded the tioor to Mr. Allison, 
who presented the conference report on the 
army appropriation bill. 

Mr. Ingalls inquired what had been done in 
regard to the senate amendment prohibiting 
the sale of alcoholic liquors, beer or-wine in 
canteens, 

Mr. Allison said that the provision had been 
modified so as to read “that no aicoholic 
liquors, beer or wine shall be sold or supplied 
to enlisted men in any canteen, or post-trader’s 
store, in any state or territory in which the 
sale of alcoholic liquors, beer, or wine is pro- 
hibited by law.”’ 

Mr. Vest, at 6:10, moved adjournment. No 
quorum voted, and upon roll call only fort 
senators answered. Another motion to ad- 
journ and another roll call failed of a quorum. 

Mr. Biair again moved to adjourn, remark- 
ing that the senate was in no condition to pass 
a temperance bill. 

The motion was agreed to, and the senate, 


at 6:40, adjourned till tomorrow.

REPRESENTATIVE VAUX SWORN IN. 


The New Member Cheered—The River and 
Harbor Bill Passes the House. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The house was 
called to order this morning by Speaker Reed. 
An immense floral tribute, fully four feet in 
heighth, adorned the front desk in honor of 
Mr. Vaux, Mr. Randall’s successor, who was 
present, and the recipient of many congratula- 
tions and friendly greetings. 

After the reading of the journal, Mr. O'Neill, 
of Venhsylvan‘a, presented the credentials of 
Mr. Vaux, and they having been read by the 
clerk, he escorted Mr. Vaux tothe bar of the 
house,'and the latter gentleman qualified as 
representative from the third district of Penn- 
sylvaniaand Mr. Vaux affirmed, and as he 
took his seat he was greeted with applause. 

On motion of Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, a bill 
was passed appropriating $125,000 for the 
establishment of a national military park at 
the battlefield of Chicamauxga. 

; RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

Conference was ordered on the naval appro- 
priation bill, and then the house went 
into committee of the whole (Mr. Burrows in 
the chair) on the river and harbor bill. 

The pending question was on tho point of 
order raised by Mr. McCreary, of New York, 
against the clause prescribing penalties upon 
the owners of bridges which obstract the 
navigation of tivers. 

Mr. McCreary contended that the commit- 
tee off rivers and harbors had no jurisdiction 


that that subject fell within the jurisdiction 
of the committee or judiciary. The chair 
overruled the point of order. 

Section 8, which declares that it shall not 
be lawful to construct bridges over any navi- 
gable waterway of the United States within 
the limits of a state, without obtaining the 
appreval of the secretary of war, was sirack 
out. 

The committee then rose and reported the 
bill to the house. 

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, moved to recom- 
mit the bill with instructions to the committee 
on rivers and harbors to report it back with 
the Hennepin €anal clause stricken out. 

The motion'was lost—yeas 61, nays 128. 

“THE BILL PASSES. 

The bill was then passed without division. 

On motion of Mr. Cannon, from the com- 
mittee on rules, a resolution was adopted set- . 
ting aside tomorrow for the consideration of 
public building bills. 

Adjournment was ordered from tomorrow 
until Monday, and the house adjourned.

Gen- 
eral E. M. Law, of South Carolina, delivered 
the address, which was an able justification of 
the confederate cause. While he was speak- 
ing General Jubal Early came in. He was 
dressed in the confederate gray and slouch 
hat. When he got to the door and found the 
entrance blocked, he halted, and some one 
cried: ‘‘Make way for General Early.”’ The 
old warrior was fairly taken in the 
arms of the veterans and carried through 
the court into the room. Everybody rose 
from his seat and cheered. The old gen- 
erals pressed forward to clasp Early’s hand, 
and General Law had to stop speaking several 
minutes. Such enthusiasm was never seen 
here before. When General Law had finished 
speaking everybody cried for Early, and he 
poe, ot briefly. In response to calls, Gen- 
erals Fitz Lee, Kershaw, Lawton and Butler 
made brief remarks. It was 10:40 o’clock be- 
fore the meeting broke, and the society was 
entertained at a banquet at Langer Hall, where 
toasts were responded to by Governors Gor- 
don, Governor Fowle, General Fitz Lee and 
others. The society re-elected General W. 
H. Payne president, and General Bradley T. 
Johnson, T. T. Munford and A. M. Laws, 
vice-presidents ; Captain Thomas Ellett, secre- 
tary, and Mr.R. S. Booker, treasurer. 
GENERAL LAW’S SPEECH, 

In his speech, General Law spoke of Grant 
and reconstruction, and said: 

General Grant, the union hero and presi- 
dent, was never greaterinall his eventful 
career than when, with the destinies of two 
armies in his hands, he reconstructed the 
union by the terms given at Appomattox, a 
construction which, if allowed to stand, would 
have quickly healed the wounds of war, and 
left no ‘“‘bloody chasm’’ to be bridged by 
the devilish devices of pestilent politicians. 
The terms of surrender emphasize the truth 
that there was no such thing as rebellion 
or treason involved in the issue. Rebels are 
never granted rolls of honor; traitors are 
never trusted on their simple promise to obey 
the laws, and their leaders haye never, in the 
world’s history, been granted the distinction 
of quitting the field of defeat with their 
swords and badgesof rank apoe them. The 
confederate soldiers were worthy of such terms, 
vielding in a contest in which ee lost all 
but honor. They have preserved inviolate.

THE PRESIDENT 
AND THE GENERAL 


The Friendship Between Davis 
and Lee. 


NO JEALOUSIES OR QUARRELS. 


Mr. Davis's Speech at the Lee 
Memorial Meeting. 


FOLLOWED DUTY TO THE END. 


Recollections of the Chaplain of 
Lee’s University. 


Ricumonp, Va., May 28.—[{Special Corre 
spondence. }]—One of the saddest things in his- 
tory is the bickerings and jealousies of public 
men. 

A large volume might be written on “The 
Quarrels of Federal Generals’ during the late 
war, and while it was by no 
means as bad in the confederacy, 
yet truth compels the statement that there 
were misunderstandings, disagreements and 
even bitter quarrels between certain of our 
leaders, which very seriously interfered with 
the success of our cause. 

But R. E. Lee was never a party to any of 
these petty jealousies and disgraceful quarrels. 
Always respectful to his superiors, courteous to 
his equals and kind to his subordinates, 
he commanded the admiration and love of all 
with whom he camein contact, and if there 
was ever an unkind word spoken concerning 
him by any confederate soldier or civilian, I 
never heard of it. 

As illustrating this, I shall speak in this 
paper of the friendship between Lee and his 
superior ofticer, President Jefferson Davis, and 
his great lieutenant, Stonewall Jackson. 

LEE AND DAVIS. 

At the military academy at West Point, not 
in the same class, but as friends, were two ca- 
dets. Jefferson Davis, of Mississippi, and Rob- 
ert Edward Lee, of Virginia, who were des- 
tined to play an important part.ig the history 
of the country, and be very closély: connected 
in great events. 

They were not thrown together much after 
they left the academy until Mr. Davis went to 
Washington as a member of congress, and 
General Lee, on his oceasional visits to Ar- 
lington, sought to renew the friendship of their 
cadet life. 


During the Mexican war while both of 


them were greatly distinguished and 
nobly “won their spurs,” it was on 
different fields—Davis with “Old 


Rough and Ready’’ at Monterey and Buena 
Vista, and Lee with General Scottat Vera 
Cruz, Churubusco and other battles which 
opened the gates of the pay ? of Mexico to the 
American army—and they did not meet. 
When Mr. Davis wasinthe United States 
senate, and especially when he was secretary 
of war, the old friends were thrown together 
more frequently, and it was Mr. Davis who 
made Lee lieutenant-colonel of the famous old 
second cavalry, But it-was during the” £

}.confederate struggle that Davis and Lee were 


brought into the mést intimate relatiegs and 
ties of friendship and brotherhood cemented 


that time could never sever. 

Mr. Davis once said, in comparing Lee with 
another one of his generals: ‘‘General —— is 
always clamoring for more men, more guns, 
more transportation,more equipments,more ra- 
tions, more everything, and after I have done 
my very best for him, he quarrels because he 
cannot get more, and gives my failure to sup- 
ply him as an excuse for retreating. 

But Lee takes whathecan get, expresses 
his grateful appreciation of my efforts to he!p 
him, and makes the best ible 
use of what he has, fighting fearful odds and 
winning splendid victories with very scant 
numbers and resources.”’ 

But, perhaps, Davis’s estimate of Lee can 
be best given in his own language. He pre- 
sided over the great ‘‘Lee memorial’” meetings 
held in Richmond in 1870, and in a speech of 
rare eloqrence which thrilled the vast crowd, 
and elicited enthusiastic applause and deafen- 
ing cheers, he said: 

Soldiers and sailors of the confederacy ,country- 
men and friends. Assemlled on this sad oc- 
casion, with hearts oppressed with the grief that 
follows the loss of him who was our leader on 
many a bloody battlefield, there is a melancholy 
cere se in the spectacle which is presented. 

itherto men have been honored 
when successful, but here is the 
ease of one who, amid disaster, went down to his 
grave, and those who were his companions in 
misfortune have assembled to honor his memory. 
It is as much an honor to you who give as to him 
who receives, for above the vulgar test of merit 

ou show yourselyes competent to discriminate 
vetween him who enjoys and him who deserves 
success. 

Robert E. Lee was my associate and friend in 
the military acadewy, and we were friends until 
the hour of his death. We were as: ociates and 
friends when he was a soldier and I a con- 
gressman, and associates and friends when he led 
the armies of the confederacy and I held ciyil of- 
fice ; andtherefore I may claim to speak as one who 
knew him. In the many sad scenes and 
perilous circumstances through which 
we passed together, our conferences were 
frequent and full; yet never was there an occasion 
on which there was not harmony of purpose and 
accordance as to means. If ever there was a dif- 
ference ot opinion, it was dissipated by discus- 
sion, and harmony was the result. I repeat, we 
never disagreed, and I may add that I never saw 


in him the slightest tendency to _ self- 
seeking. It was not his to make a record; 
it was not his to shift blame to 


other shoulders; but it was his, with an eye fixed 
upon the welfare of his country, never faltering, to 
follow the line of duty tothe end. His was the 
heart that braved every difficulty; his was the 
mind that wrought victory out of defeat. 

He has been charged with “want of dash.” I 
wish to say that I never knew Lee to decline to 
attempt anything man should dare. An attempt 
has also been made to throw a cloud upon his 
character because he left the United States to join 
in the struggle for the liberty of his state. With- 
out entering into politics, I deem it my duty to 
say one word in reference to this charge.

Major H. Kyd Douglas, of Jackson’s staff, 
ina deeply interesting narrative, published 
some years ago in the Southern Magazine, 
Says: 

On Monday morning, at the request of the offi- 
cer in command of the Stonewall brigade, I went 
to ask General Leeif, in his judgment, it was 
proper to permit the old brigade, or a part of 1%, to 
accompany the remains of General Jackson to 
Richmond as an escort. I found the commander-in- 
chief walking in front of his tent, looking sadand 
thoughtful. He listened attentively to my re- 
quest, and ina voice as gentle and sad as his 
looks, replied: “I am sure no one can feel the 
loss of General Jackson more deely than I do, for 
no one has the same reason. I have lost a dear 
friend and an invaluable officer. I can fully ap- 
ee the feelings of the men of his old brigade. 

‘hey have reason to mourn for him, for he 
was proud of them. They have been with him 
and true to him since the beginning of. the 
war. I should be glad to grant any re- 
quest they might make, the object of 
which was to show their regard for their lost gen- 
eral; and lam sorry that the situation of aliairs 
will not justify me in ype xr them to go with 
his corpse, not only to Richmond, but to Lexing- 
ton, that they might .see it deposited in its last 
resting-place. Butit may not be. Those people 
over the river are again showing signs of move- 
ment, and it is so necessary for me to be on hand 
that I cannot leave my headquarters long enough 
to ride to the depot and pay my dear friend the 
poor tribute of seeing his body placed upon the 
cars.” Then, after stating what orders he 
had sent to Richmond for the reception of 
the remains, he said: “His friends of the 
Stonewall brigade may be assured their gen- 
crai will receive all the Linor practicable.

ttriking illustration of one of the grandest fea- 
tures of his character. 

(mn the inorning of May 3d, 1863, as many of you 
wiil remember, the final assault was made upon 
the federal lines at Chancellorsville. 

dieneral Lee accompanied the troops in person, 
And as they emerged from the fierce combat they 
had waged in “the depths of that tangled wilder- 
ness,’ driving the superior forces of the enemy 
before them across the open ground, he rode into 
their midst. The scene is one that can never be 
ceifiaced from the minds of those who witnessed it. 
She troops were pressing forward with all the 
ardor and enthusiasm of combat. The white smoke 
of musketry fringed the front of the line of 
bhattie, while the artillery on the _ hills in 
the rear of the infantry shook the _ earth 
with its thunder, and filled the air with 
the wild shricks of the shells that plunged into 
the masses of the retreating foe. To add greater 
horrer- and sublimity to the scene, the Chancel- 
_Aetsyviile house and the woods surrounding it were 
wrapped in flames. In the midst of this awful 
scene General Lee, mounted: upon that horse 
which we all remember so well, rode to the front 
of his advancing battalions. His presence was 
the signal for one of those uncontrollable out- 
bursts of enthusiasm which none can appreciate 
who have not witnessed them. 

The fierce soldiers, with their faces blackened 
with the smoke of battle, the wounded, crawling 
with feeble limbs from the fury of the devouring 
flames, all seemed possessed witha common im- 
puise. One long, unbroken cheer, in which the 
feeble cry of those who lay helpless on the earth 
biended with the strong voices of those who still 
fought, rose high above the roar of battle, and 
haijed the presence of the victorious chief. He 
sat in the full realization of all that soldiers dream 
of—triumph; and asl looked upon him in the 
complete fruitiot of the success which his genius, 
courage and confidence in his army had won, I 
thought that it must have been from some such 
scene that men In ancient days ascended to the 
dé gnity of the gods, 

His first care was for the wounded of both 
arniies, and he was among the foremost at the 
burning mansion where some of them lay. But at 
that moment, when the transports of his victori- 
ous troops were drowning the roar of battle with 
acclamations, a note was brought to him from 
General Jackson. It was brought to General Lee 
as he sat on his horse, near the Chancellorsville 
house, and unable to open it with his gauntleted 
hans, he passed it to me with directions to read 
ittohim. The note made no mention of the 
wound that General Jackson had received, Dut 
congratulated General Lee upon the great victory. 

I shall never forget the look of pain and an- 

uish that passed over his face as he listened.

Those who have attempted to institute com- 
parisons between Lee and Jackson, or to exalt 
one at the expense of the other, have utterly 
misapprehended the character of both.. They 
were indeed par nobile fratrum. They worked 
together for the cause they loved—their bodies 
sleep near each other in the beautiful ‘‘Valley 
of Virginia’’—and itis a pleasing. fancy that 
when Lee ‘‘struck his tent’’ and ‘‘crossed over

know not how others may regard this incident, but 
Jor myself, as I gave expression to tiie thoughts 
of his exalted mind, I forgot the genius that won 
the day in my reverence forthe generosity that 
refused its giory. 

Let me add what I wrote soon after the war, 
and what is more vivid than anything I could 
a now. To Jackson’s note informing 

tim that he was wounded, General Lee re- 
plied: “I cannot express my regret at the 
occurrence. Could I have directed events, I 
should have chosen, for the good of the coun- 
try, to have been disabled in your stead. 
J congratulate you on the victory which is due 
to your skill and energy.’’ It was on the re- 
ception of these touching words that the 
wounded chieftain exclaimed: 
- ten Jacksons should fall than one Lee.” Sevy- 
eral days afterwards, when his great lieutenant 
was reported to be doing well, Lee playfully 
eent him word: ‘You are better off than I 
am; for while you have only lost your left, I 
have lost my right arm.” Hearing soon after 
that Jackson was getting worse, he expressed 
the deepest concern, and said: ‘‘Tell him that 
J am praying for himas I believe I have never 
prayed for myself.’’ 

The 10th of May, 1863, was a beautiful Sab- 
bath day, and Rey. B. T. Lacy, at the special 
request of the dying chieftain, left his bedside 
to hold his usual services at the headquarters 
of the second corps. General Lee was present 
at the service, aud at the conclusion he took 
Mr. Lacy aside to inquire articularly after 
Jackson’s condition. Upon being told that he 
would not probably live through the day, he 
exclaimed: “Oh, sir; he must not die. Surely 
God will not visit us with such a calamity. If 
I have ever prayed in my life, I have pieaded 
with the Lord that Jackson might be spared

Mr. E. G Ware Fired Upon by Some Un- 
known Party, Who Was Hidden in the 
Bushes—Filled With Buckshot.

Three deadly volleys were 
fired and the very bows of the buggy were 
splintered by the buckshot. Mr. Ware fell 
back in his buggy, bleeding from gaping 
wounds in both shoulders and the left breast. 

The horse carried his master on home, and a 
mournful and ghastly sight it was to these who 
first saw the buggy and its contents. The 
wounded man was lifted out of the buggy and 
carried to the house, when Dr. Golden Caruth- 
ers was summoned to his bedside. He had 
suffered terribly from loss of blood, and his 
wounds are of a serious nature, although the 
full extent of them cannot be ascertained at 
present. 

Dr. W. B. Steedly, of Athens, was sent for, 
and went over to Watkinsville at 11 o’clock 
tonight. Thereis no clue to the perpetrators 
of the cowardly deed.

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LAWSON AND COLLEY. 


YHE DISCUSSION AT SPARTA YES- 
TERDAY. 


Siow Frank Colley and Judge Lawson 
Criticise Each Other’s Conduct and Urge 
Their Respective Claims. 


Srarta, Ga., May 28.—[Special.]—In the 
Yawson-Colley debate today Colonel C. W. 
Dubose called the meeting to order and Hon. 
Seaborn Reese, in a graceful and compli- 
mentary manner, introduced Colonel Colley, 
who made an hour’s speech. Colone?F Colley 
began by deploring the accumulation of great 
riches and drifted into a brief discussion of the 
tariff banking system, trusts and surplus. 
Thereis no issue between the two candidates 
as to these questions, He then criticised ad- 
versely Judge Lawson’s speech, his vote 
against the Olive bill, and attacked Judge 
Lawson's position that railroads benefit the 
farmers more than any other class of people, 
and that railroads do more good by combina- 
tion than otherwise. He invited an investi- 
gation of his own public record, saying jocu- 
larly that he only hoped everything about him 
would not be found out, and severely criticised 
Judge Lawson for joining the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance at the time he did join; for being in the 
legislature most of the war, and for announc- 
ing his candidacy in @ paper outside of his dis- 
trict. 

The greater part of his speech was on _ this 
line, and he was frequently interrupted with 
enthusiastic applause. He made a popular, 
but not a statesman-like speech. 

Judge Lawson was introduced by Colonel J. 
T. Jordan as a kinsman of Hancock, as a man 
whose grandfather was born in Hancock, and 
whose county had always stood by Hancock 
with regard to the charge that he was rich 
when he was sent to the war legislature. 
Judge Lawson said his parents were poor. He 
borrowed money to pay for his education, and 
at the time referred to, his possessions con- 
sisted of a law library and office. He said he 
was in the army the last fifteen months of the 
war, and was elected previously to the legis- 
lature by a unanimous vote of the soldiers; 


was re-elected after the war by them, 
and was nominated for congress in 1868. 


He believed he had done more good in the war 
legislature than at any other like period of his 
life. He said he did not join the alliance 
earlier because he was not eligible, but he was 
the legal! advisor of Putnam alliance before he 
joined it, and he joined as soon as all obstacles 
were removed. fe said he had nothing to re- 

ract with regard to his speech on the Olive 
bill, and he quoted from Dr. Macune., of the 
alliance, to show that he and Dr. Macune were 
in accord concerning railroads. He wanted the 
railroads controlled by the railroad commis- 
sion, and said if elected to congress he would 
make an opportunity to yote to give the inter- 
state railroad commission as complete control 
over the railroads of the country as the Geor- 
gia commission had over those of Georgia. 
He then attacked Colonel Colley’s railroad 
record. Hesaidin 1886 Colone! Colley was 
chairman of the senate railroad committee 
and a senator introduced a bill to destroy the 
railroad commission. Colley’s committee re- 
commended a bil, not materially different 
from this, the judge holding up the manuscript 
copy and read from it: “I recommend that 
this bill do pass. F. H. Colley.’’ 

Subsequently Colley made a speech in which 
he said the railroad commission was detrimen- 
tal to thp interests of the people; compared it 
with Russian despotism and said he would vote 
for its entire abolition rather than see it con- 
tinue as it then existed. Later on, said Judge 
Lawson, Colonel Colley was one of a party 
who went on a happy excursion to Cuba at the 
expense of the railroads. 

Here Judge Lawson’s time expired. 

Colonel Colley said thfe revised copy of his 
speech on the railroad commission 
did not contain -some of the things 
Judge Lawson quoted ; that there was nothing 
that he did that Northen, Carlton and others 
did not do, and that he had been opposed to 
the bill referred to, as it came from the com- 
mittee. He alluded again to Judge Lawson’s 
War record, and closed by criticising Judge 
Lawson’s acts while a member of the constitu- 
tional convention in introducing an amend- 
ment which he (Colley) thought was not in the 
interest of the people. 

The most reliable opinion is that Hancock is 
a Lawson county, but Colonel Colley and his 
friends are working hard, and they hope to 
change public sentiment.

The report that Benjamin F. Butler will, 
in his forthcoming volume of memoirs, at- 
tack Andrew Johnson, and charge him with 
asuilty knowledge of the assassination of 
Lincoln, needs verification. 

General Butler is a man of strong preju- 
dices, and when he is dealing with an enemy 
he is not likely to give quarter when he sees 
@chance to smash him. But at this late 
day it will take very strong testimony to 
ronvinee the American people that Andrew 
Johnson was one of Booth’s silent partners.

have been greatly retarded by the policy of 
the republican party. 

The Advertiser asks us how a solution of 
the problem can best be promoted. It is to 
be feared that the only possible reply to this 
inquiry will not be pleasing to our contem- 
porary. The best, indeed, the only way to 
promote the solution of the race problem is 
for the republican party to cease applying its 
partisan tactics and sectional policy to the 
question, and to regard it from the point of 
view of statesmanship and patriotism. Even 
under the most favorable conditions a great 
deal of patience and hopefulness will have to 
be exercised. We cannot expect the negro 
race to be more apt in qualifying itself for 
the duties of American citfzenship than the 
white race has been, and it is fer this reason 
that the partisan pressure brought to bear by 
republican politicians can only make for 
harm—can only obstruct and postpone the 
peaceable and equitable adjustment of the 
race question in its relations to both blacks 
and whites. 

As for the republican party, every thought- 
ful person knows that a peaceable and an 
equitable adjustment of the race question is 
the last thing sought for by that organiza- 
tion. Sucharesult would leave the party 
no peg to hang its sectional policy on. For 
twenty years it hasdistinguished itself as the 
breeder not only of sectional, but of racial 
strife, and it is not by any means prepared to 
go out of that business just at this time. 

This is Suggestive. 

The Indianapolis Sentinel is generally a 
fair and out-spoken newspaper, and con- 
demns the wrong as valiantly as it upholds 
the right. Ina recent editorial, with the 
caption, ‘‘Killing Niggers in Henry Coun- 
ty,,”’ it recites certain facts, in which the 
banner republican county of Indiana shows 
up badly. 

Last winter, near New Castle, Indiana, 
an inoffensive negro named Ladd was mur- 
dered. He had, it was said, committed 
some trifling offense, for which he was pur- 
sued by a mob, led by C. M. Lake, ‘justice 
of the peace, and member of the republican 
central committee of Henry county, and 
though he made a desperate effort to escape 
and begged haid for his life, he was bru- 
tally shot todeath. ,The- man, Lake, was 
indicted for the murder, but his trial, which 
has just ended, resulted in an acquittal. 
We quote the following. comments on this 
tragedy from the Indianapolis Sentinel: 


It was a brutal and wanton crime, and if it had 
been committed in the south, would have been the 
textof furious bloody-shirt harangues in c¢on- 
gress, and of no end of inflammatory articles in the 
republican press, But as it occurredin the ban- 
ner republican county of Indiana-a county, 
which, in 1888, gave Harrison nearly twice as 
many votes as it gave Cleveland—the republican 
politicians and newspapers have ignored it. 

It thus appears thatin the banner republican 
county of Indiana, *‘niggers” can be slaughtered 
withimpunity. Ingalis,-Chandler, Reed & Co. 
ought to set on foot a vongressional inves- 
tigation. If they fail to make any*®move in that 
direction, we hope that some of our democratic 
Senators or representatives will take the matter 
up. The country ought to be put in pessession 
of all the facts of this bloody business. 


The Sentinel states that the people of In- 
diana were horrified by this murder, and 
are surprised and indignant at the acquittal 
of the man who committed it. All the facts 


in the case would certainly make interesting | 


reading, but it is doubtfal if the republican 
gentlemen appealed to will make any inves- 
The party shows up badly enough 
in this particular instance as matters now 
stand. Unfortunately, they can’t lay this 
murder at the doors of the south, nor saddle 
it upon the democratic party. 


Mr. Kennan Criticized. 

Mr. William Dunstan, who was a resident 
of Russia for thirty years and at present oc- 
cupies the position of American vice-consul- 
general at St. Petersburg, is just now engaged 
in a war of words with Mr. George Kennan, 
whom he calls a sensationalist anda man 
given over to exaggeration. He has read 
Mr. Kennan’s articles onthe Russian con- 
vict system, and heard his lectures on the 
outrages practised in liberia, and he has 
taken up the cudgels in defense of the Rus- 
sian government. 

Mr. Dunstan says he has had ‘‘a better 
oppertunity of observing conditions in Rus- 
sia’’ than Mr. Kennan has had, as one 
might infer from his long residence in that 
country ; that sofar fromthe convicts in 
the Russian camps being treated inhumanly, 
they receive, many ofthem, better treatment 
than they deserve; that ‘they are well 
clothed and well fed, and considering that 
they are for the most part anarchists of the 
worst type, they escape with lighter punish- 
ment than is meted out to the same class of 
offenders in this country. 

Mr. Dunstan even says that the American 
colony in St. Petersburg utterly deprecrates 
Mr. Kennan’s articles, which they know to 
be exaggerated. The czar, he says, is be- 
loved by his people; that they dote on him, 
and cheer him to the echo whenever he ap- 
pears on the streets; that he is not afraid of 
them, and frequently rides alone—or at 
tended by only a few troopers, in the most 
crowded thoroughfares. 

There are two sides to every story, and Mr. 
Dunstan is seeking to place Mr. Kennan in 
a bad light by his. Heclaims to speak as 
an American; and for Americans, and closes 
with the startling statement that the Rus- 
sian prison system is no worse than that of 
our OWn country. 

We Should be glad to believe him, but Mr. 
Kennan has written with so much earnest- 
hess, and given such convincing arguments 
of the truth of his narrative, having broken 
bread with the convicts and mingled with 
them in their work, and shared their misery 
in the gloom of liberian prisons, that Mr.” 
Dunstan cannot brush him aside with a bare

TROUBLE AT SIX MILE. 


Negro Women Whipped by a Mob—The 
Negroes Threaten Vengeance. 

Biruirncuam, Ala., May 28.—[Specia!.]—A 
serious race war is threatened at Six-Mile, a 
small tewn in Bibb county, fifty miles south- 
west of this city. Yesterday four young ladies 
were walking along the principal street of the 
town, when they were met by three negro 
wemen—Dora Carter, Tillie Belcher and 
Mandy Johnson. The sidewalk was narrow, 
and both parties refused to make any room. 
The negro women then pushed the white 
women into the street, at the same time ap- 
plying a number of vile epithets. Last night 
a party of white men went to the houses of the 
three negro women and, dragging them from 
bed in their night-clothes, gave them a terri- 
ble flogging. One ef them was beaten into 
insensibility, and all three of them were 
whipped in a brutal manner. This created 
great excitement among the negroes of the 
town, and at an early hour this morning negro 
men began to assemble on the streets and talk 
the matter over, at the same time threatening 
vengeance against the whites. 

They scon became demonstrative. The 
whites became alarmed and began to arm 
themselves. The negroes were ordered to 
disperse, but showed no inelination to do so 
until they were attacked by the whites and 
driven off the streets by force. Many of them 
showed fight, and for a time a bloody riot was 
threatened, but the negroes being cutnpam- 
bered and poorly armed, drew off to wait fo 
reinforcements. AJ)l the negroes for ten mil¢ 
around the town are gathering in the 
vicinity of Six-Mile, and today they 
telegraped several orders for guns and 
ammunition to this” city. They are 
much excited and threatened to burn the 
town and kill every white man who attacks 
them. The town is guarded by 200 well-armed 
men—whites—who will kill every negro who 
attempts to.make trouble. 

The latest reports fromthe town say the 
negroes are receiving gunsand pistols anda 
conflict is expected before morning. The 
negroes are congregated in large numbers near 
the town, and it is thought they will make an 
attack tonight. The men whe cowhided the 
three negro women, itis stated, wore masks, 
and the dispatches from there donot give their 
names.

GEORGIA GROCERS. 


THEY ARE CLAMORING FOR LEGIS- 
LATIVE PROTECTION, 
And Will Assail the Present Laws of Gar- 
nishment—A Convention of Delegates 
from Every Georgia City Called. 


The grocers want protection. 

They have been clamoring for it for several 
years at the hands of the Georgia legislature, 
and they are preparing to make a stronger 
effort than ever to get such legal protection as 
they claim is due them. 

There is now an effort being made 

organize a_ state grocers’ associa- 
tion, and to send a_ delegation before 
the next legislature to sue for the 
passage of a bill that will be framed by the 
association in a general convention to be held 
in Atlanta soon. 

There are already grocers’ associations in 
Augusta, Savannah, Macon, Rome and At- 
lanta, and these will send delegates to Atlanta 
this summer, when a great convention of 
grocers and merchants will be held for the 
purpose of taking such steps as will promote 
the interests of this class of citizens. 

It will be remembered that a bill was intro- 
duced in the last legislature whose purpose 
was to modify the garnishment laws of the 
state. It was a proviso to section 3,554 of the 
oon and made that enactment read as fol- 

OWS: 

All journeymen mechanics and day laborers, 
shall be exeinpt from the process an@ liabili- 
ties of garnishment, on their daily, weekly or 
monthly wages, whether in the hands of their 
employers or others; provided such wages do 
not exceed the sum of twenty-five dollars per 
month, but in all cases where such wages ex- 
ceed that sum, the excess thereof shall be sub- 
ject to garnishment. Section II. 

Be it furtner enacted, that all laws or parts 
of laws, in conflict with this act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

This bill failed to be recommended by the 
judiciary committee by a vote of 7 to 9. 

The grocers,at their convention this summer, 
will frame a bill similar to this one, and will 
memorialize the general assembly asking that 
it be passed. 

‘‘Some cities in the state want to frame a bill 
asking that twenty-five per cent of a laborers’ 
wages be made subject to garnishment,’’ said 
Secretary Hayes to a CONSTITUTION reporter 
yesterday. ‘This, however, will not be 
likely to be embodied in the bill we shall ask 
ofthe legislature. The grocers only want 
some kind of protection in this matter. We 
want to allow a laborera living always, but 
above that we think our debts deserve author- 
ity over his salary.”’ 

THE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 

*‘Some people think that the Grocers’ associ- 
ation is a union, etc.,’’ continued Mr. Hayes; 
“but it is directly opposite to such an organ- 
ization. At our meetings we never discuss 
the advancing of prices, but consult quite 
often how to lower them on all goods in our 
line.”’ 

The convention that will take place in At- 
lanta will be attended by representatives from 
every county in the state upon the same basis 
that the legislative representatives are chosen, 
some counties sending one while others will 
send two or three.

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POLICE A-PICNICKING. 


THEY HAVE A GAY TIME IN THE 
WOODS YESTERDAY. 


Almost a Fatal Accident to Baloonist 
Havens—He Catches ina Tree and 
Has a Narrow Escape. 


The police picnic was a great success. 
Eleven coaches were crowded with the 


policemen and their friends, when the West. 


Point train pulled away from the car shed at 
8 o’clock yesterdah morning. 

John W. Haveus, keeper of the Grant 
park Zoo, furnished the sensation of the day. 
He came near meeting with a fatal accident 


in his balloon ascension. 
The particulars of his narrow escape are 


interesting. 

For a time the incident created intense 
excitemont. 

From Atlanta the ride to Newnan and 
Pearl Lake park was a delightful une for the 
vicnickers. 

The morning was beautiful—just such a 
morning, sunshiny and fresh, as makes a life 
seem the better for the creation of picnics. 

All the way the bilue-coated policemen, with 
their natty, new straw hats, kept the train 
lively with their good humor. They cracked 
jokes with one another, made love to their 
wives—and some of them to their sweet- 
hearts—and romped with the children. 

Decidedly, an Atlanta poliéeman is an inter- 
esting character when you turn him loose fora 
day’s frolic in the woods. 

At all times he is worthy of more than a 
sidelong glance. Butala picnic he is at his 
best—in his element, as It were. 

The more you know him—not in the line of 
his business, however—the better you are sure 
to like him. This is especially applicable when 
he is a-picnicking. 

Allalong the route the denizens of the 
surrounding country were gathered in knots 
to send acheer and a kindly greeting after the 
flying train. 

It was a delightful ride. The West Point 
people recognizing the character of the occa- 
sion exerted themselves to aid in the day’s 
pleasure. Both-the out-going and in-coming 
runs were made without accident or mishap. 

When the policemen and the balance of - the 
picnickers reached pearl Lake they were in high 
spirits, eager for the enjoyment impatiently 
anticipated since the suggestion of the gala 
day. 
The Zouave band was there. 

During the trip, several delightful selections 
were played, and soon after reaching the 
grounds, the fiddle took the place of the horn 
and lively dancing-music was struck up. 

Several hundred people from Newnan and 
the country around were on hand when the 
special picnic train arrived. 

A big barbecue wasin process, und the ar- 
riving crowd found plenty of clear, cool 
spring water with lemonade and various and 
sundry other picnic accessories conveniently at 
hand. Attendants were also there to take 
charge of the baskets. 

Those of the picnickers who did not dance, 
took charge of the boats on Pearl lake, or 
amused themselves at the swings or in 
rambling through the woods. 

Then come the foot races. 

You ought to have seen those policemen run! 

Patrolmen Whitley and Pelot started the fun 
with a hundred yard dash. Pelot was the vic’ 
tor. 

Then Patrolman Pelot was matched with 
Fireman Tom Haynie and two young men who 
entered as dark horses. One of the dark horses 
won, and Fireman Haynie and Patrolman Pe- 
lot made a dead heat. 

After this, the next event was a fat man’s 
race. 

Mi Patrolmen Beard and Cooper puffed through 
this, with Beard leading about a width. 
The Balloon Ascension. 

After the foot racing came the balloon 
ascension by John Havens, of the Gress Zoo— 
the event of the day. 

It proved of more interest than anybody an- 
ticipated. It was dramatic, thrilling, interest- 
ng. 

But for his remarkable presence of mind 
Keeper Havens would have been brought back 
to Atlanta badly maimed, if not lifeless. 

As it was, he bears severe marks of his pain- 
ful and dangerous experience. His hands are 
lacerated and his face and neck badly cut and 
scratched, while his body is so bruised as to al- 
most disable him. 

Here is how it happened: 

The balloon was pitched about two hundred 
vards from the lake, between two pine sap- 
plings. These sapplings stood out a short dis- 
tance from a thicket. They afforded the only 
available mooring for the balloon while it was 
undergoing inflation. 

When the balloon was released by those who 
held the guy ropes it shot upward like an ar- 
row. Mr. Havens was hanging from a cross- 
bar by hishands whenthe air-ship left the 
ground. Whenit reached a height of about 
twenty or thirty feet he suddenly loosed his 
hand-hold, at the same time catch- 
ing the cross-bar with his legs 
and with his head hanging down and his heels 
toward the sky he proceeded in his upward 
flight to the clouds. 

All went well until the balloon cleared the 
tops of the tall pines in the grove near by. At 
this height, before the man on the underhang- 
ing bar had gotten out of their reach, the wind 
caught the balloon and carried it swiftly in the 
direction of the woods. 

Before Mr. Havens realized his danger, his 
head and feet struck the top of the bordering 
pines. The shock knocked one of his legs off 
the bar, leaving him hanging with a single 
hold. | 
This did not stop the course of the balloon, 
but retarded its upward flight. Another gust 
of wind whirled it onward, and the balloonist 
was dragged through another tall pine tree. 

In desperation he clutched at the branches, 
and, holding on, he brought the balloon to a 
stand-still. His one leg was still swung over 
the trapeze bar and his head hid from sight in 
the boughs of the pine trees. 

After recovering, Mr. Havens reached up to 
the bar with one hand and, with a quick move- 
ment, released his leg-clutch, dropping in an 
upright position, with one hand holding to the 
balloon bar and the other, assisted by his 
legs, holding fast to the pine tree. 

his position was continued until the -hot 
air had escaped from the balloon, and it began 
to fall toward the ground. 

All this time the excitement in the crowd 
was intense. The balloonist’s peril was thrill- 
ing. The tree was very tall, and so slim that 
it apparently could not bear the weight of the 
balloonist, even if he was not dragged from 
his lodging place and hurled to the ground by 
the fluttering air-ship. 

When Mr. Havens let go the trapeze bar, his 
weight bent the top of the pine tree almost to 
breaking. A fall from such a height would 
hardly have failed to prove fatal. 

By degrees, however, the man in the tree 
made his descent, amid cautions from the men 
in the crowd below, and not a little screaming 
by the ladies. 

Mr. Havens was pretty well done when he 
finally struck the ground. It was some time 
before he was able to see to the gathering up 
of his paraphernalia and make his way to the 
homeward-bound train. 

He said last night that nothing but presence 
of mind saved him from being dashed to death.

A PROMINENT REPUBLICAN 
Gives His Views Concerning the Adminis. 
tration and the South. 

Colonel E. C. Wale, formerly United States 
marshal for the southern district of Georgia, is 
in the city for a few days accompanied by his 
wife. They have been spending the 
winter ontheir Florida plantation and are 
now on their way to Washington. 

Colonel Wade has long been a prominent 
republican and has figured conspicuously in 
party counsels, not only in Georgia, but in 
national politics. He is well known in Geor- 
gia, having lived inthe state all his life. He 
served in the confederate army, but became a 
republican after the war. 

To a ConsTITUTION reporter, Who encoun- 
tered him yesterday, he said: 

“T am not holding any office under the ad- 
ministration. The reason I am not, as I think, 
is because 1 have made no particular effort to 
be appointed to office in Georgia. It is possi- 
ble, and even probable, however, that in 
this I may be mistaken. I feel that I am 
not entirely in accerd with the administra- 
tion in the course itis pursuing in the matter 
of appointments to office in this state. I was, 
and aim, of the opinion that the president 
ought to appoint such republicans, without 
regard to race or color, as would give to the 
patrons of the offices they are appointed to fill, 

» the best. service and greatest degree of satis- 
faction. This, in many instances, has been 
utterly ignored, and apparently the very op- 
posite sought to be done.”’ 

“What do you think prompts the  adminis- 
tration in adopting its extreme course toward 
the south ?” 

‘‘Whether the object sought to be attained 
by this course has been to drive the people to 
deeds of desperation and violence in order to 
all the more solidify the north against the 
south, at present, lam not prepared to say. 
But lam sure of this one thing—no office- 
holder wants the republican party in Georgia, 
as small as it is, to be any larger.” 

“Whatis Mr. Harrisen’s attitude ?”’ 

“Mr. Harrison evidently, in the beginning, 
intended to be, in reality, the president of the 
whole country. His aims were of the purest 
and most lofty character; but, alas! for 
poor human nature, the pressure was too 
mnuch for him, and now he simply records 
and executes the will of the very 
worst clement cf both political parties. What 
the outcome of all this is to be, God only 
knows. In and through it all I certainly coun- 
sel peace, forbearance, patience, good will and, 
above all things else, an honest, vigorous en- 
forcement of all the laws, state and national, 
looking ever to the fullest protection to life 
and property.” 

“What is your position concerning the next 
Zepublican nomination ?”’ 

“I was a delegate in 1876 to the national 
convention, held at Cincinnati, and voted for 

on. James G. Blaine, and was chairman of 
the Georgia delegation at Chicago in 1880, 
voting thirty-six times for Hon. Jodim Sher- 
man. Senator Sherman is still my choice for 
president; but if we can’t get him, give us the 
man with backbone—Hon. Thomas B. Reed, 
of Maine.”’

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 28.—There is in Wall street a 
growing feeling against trusts, or, at least, against 
permitting trading at the board in certificates ot 
those organizations, uncertainty as to their real 
value at any time, and doubt in some cases as to 
whether they have any value at all, being regard- 
ed, and with good grounds, as injurious to spec® 
lation in railroad stocks. It is certain that, from 
the first, industrial stocks have been an unsettling 
element in the market, and the prejudice against 
them is growing rapidly. At present, however, 
they have not the power to injure the value of 
good railroad shares that they had three or four 
years ago, and the events of today are an ¢exempli- 
fication of that fact. 

The market today showed a firm front, witha 
moderate degree of activity until the announce- 
ment, toward 1 o’clock p. m., that a receiver had 
been appointed for Chicago Gas, in the suit of 
Charlton, who is owner of only ten shares of the 
stock. The stock of the Chicago Gas company 
was immediately attacked, and the price rattled 
off seven per cent in the space of a little over an 
hour. With close sympathy in sugar refineries, 
such a drop could not fail to have some depressing 
effect upon the regular list, but it extended only 
to fractions. The opportune announcement that 
all the roads, except St. Paul, had agreed to re- 
store rates, effected a complete revulsion of temper 
in granger stocks, and they were immediately ad- 
vanced to still higher figures than before the break 
intrasts. The rally inthe general list was followed 
by a recovery in trusts, but they finally shook 
themselves loose entirely fromm the rest of the 
market, and Chicago Gas again touched the low- 
est price, while sugar continued to decline until 
its extreme loss was equal to that in Chicago Gas. 
Other industrial stocks sympathized to only a 
limited extent. The opening was strong, and, 
under the iniluence of good buying by commission 
houses, together with some orders from London 
and outside centers, the hesitating temper of yes- 
terday entirely disappeared, and prices moved up 
steadily, though slowly, during the entire forenoon, 
Pacitic Mail was a marked exception, showing a 
sharp gain of about 1% per cent, and among the 
specialties, Citizens’ Gas’ displayed like strength. 
The activity and a steady advance in Vanderbilt’s 
was also regarded as indicative of a strong foun- 
dation undér the market and Reading, Atchison 
and the Grangers came to the front, while the 
business done was much more evenly distributed 
than usual of late. The break in trusts disturbed 
this tone for awhile, but the recovery was quick 
and the highest figures ofthe day generally were 
reached toward delivery hour. After that time, 
however, selling became more pronouncedand the 
close rather heavy at something off from the best 
figurss and with trusts at their lowest. Sales of 
listed aggregated 414,000 shares, unlisted 100,000.
